C. Grant contracts with Lincoln Action Program for the following:  

! Youth Violence Alternatives Program, in the amount of $19,500, beginning
July 1, 2002 and ending June 30, 2003.  Lincoln Action Program is required
to contribute $21,510 in matching funds.  (C-02-0492)

! Family Partners Program, in the amount of $48,000, beginning July 1, 2002
and ending June 30, 2003.  Lincoln Action Program is required to contribute
$46,603 in matching funds.  (C-02-0493)

D. A grant contract with the Y.W.C.A. of Lincoln for management of “Try Another
Way - Year III”, beginning July 1, 2002 and ending June 30, 2003.  The County
will pay $42,500 from the General Fund and the Y.W.C.A. of Lincoln will
provide $1,200 in matching funds.  (C-02-0488)

E. A grant contract with the Lighthouse, Inc. for the Court Ordered Employment
program for 15 to 20 Lancaster County youth, beginning August 1, 2002 and
ending July 31, 2003.  The County will pay $40,000 for the service.

F. An agreement with the Asian Community Center for one full-time employee for
wraparound services to state wards who have severe emotional disorders and
who are in or at risk of becoming involved with the juvenile justice system. 
The term of the agreement is August 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003.  The County
will pay $39,000 for the services.  (C-02-0490)

G. An agreement with the Hispanic Center for wraparound services for state wards
who are 10 to 18 years old who have severe emotional disorders and who are
in or at risk of becoming involved with the juvenile justice system.  The
Hispanic Center shall employ one full-time care coordinator to provide these
services.  The term of the agreement is August 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003.  The
County will pay $39,000 for the services.  (C-02-0489)

H. An agreement with the Lincoln Interfaith Council to provide one part-time
employee for wraparound services to juveniles who have severe emotional
disorders and who are in or at risk of becoming involved with the juvenile
justice system.  The term of the agreement is September 1, 2002 to June 30,
2003.  The County will pay $19,500 for the services.  (C-02-0491)

I. Approval of a release of lien against Rebecca and Michael Jaspring due to
satisfaction of their obligations under the Lancaster County Housing
Rehabilitation Grant Program.  The grant originated in October, 1997 and was
in the amount of $2,984.
